DEMOCRATIC MASS MEETING. 


The Democratic electors of Saginaw county 
are requested to attend a Mass Meeting, to be 
held at the School House in the City of Sagi- 
naw, on Thursday the 17th October inst.

Purses Edward Fitzgerald, U.S. ship United 
States, Norfolk. 
Fitzgerald accordingly took Lucas on board 
the United States, and the frigate, in January, 
1842, sailed for the:Pacific, and was attached to 
the squadron there, where she remainéd until 
ordered by the commodore to return to Boston, 
at which port she arrived on the 3d inst., it be- 
ing the first port in the United States she had 
entered since her departure. 
Lucas was never regularly enlisted, but was

1. That by the law of the U.S. of 1837, slaves 
could not be enlisted in the naval service : that, 
as slaves, they could not, for want of capacity, 
enter into the contract of enlistment, and that 
the word persons in the law referred to, did not 
embrace slaves. 

2. That the agreement made by the U. 8. 
with Fitzgerald to employ his slave, could give 
them no more power as against Lucas than 
Fitzgerald had himself, supposing the contract 
to have been good. 

3. That when the frigate went out of the ter- 
ritory of Virginia, Fitzgerald’s authority over 
his slave ceased, and that all right of the United 
States over him, under the contract with Fitz- 
gerald, ceased for the same reason. 

4, That Lucas was entitled to his discharge 
from the United States, as not lawfully enlisted. 

5. That Fitzgerald, having voluntarily put 
his slave on board the United States, did there- 
by consent that he should be carried any where 
by the lawful orders of the government; and 
therefore consented to his being brought to Bos- 
ton, that this was not a case of vis major or ir- 
resistable necessity, on 

6. That this was not a cas¢ ofa slave escap- 
ping from one State inate; and that 
where a slave was here casually, and not runa- 
way, escaping from another State, whether 
brought here voluntarily by his master or not, 
there was no law here to authorise his restraint. 

7. That for these reasons, Lucas being unlaw- 
fully restrained, was entitled to be discharged, 
which he decreed accordingly.

This is the third day of our travel, and yet I 
have not a single incident to record.

I happened to have with me, 
Jeremy Bentham’s Plan of Parliamentary Re- 
form, printed in London, in the year 1817.— 
Glorious old reformer! This book isa treasure. 
So powerful an essay on Universal Suffrage, we 
n read. His style, like his thought, is all 
his own—comprchensive, condensed, energetic, 
exact. In his occasional inversions, and start- 
ling images, he reminds me of Carlyle. The 
following skcleton of the ten principal arrange- 
ments in his Plan of Reform, will afford. some 
idea of the boldness and breadth of view of this 
extraordinary man. 
I, Applying to the situation of Elector. 
1, Comprehensive of aJl interests. 
2. Virtual Universality of Suffrage. 
3. Practical Equality of Suffrage. 
4, Freedom of Suffrage.

Would that our own people had as clear ideas 
of the doctrine and duty of Universal Suffrage 
as this Englishman! We fell in with a Vir- 
ginian on our way—an office-holder under the 
General Government. He was lamenting the 
evils of Universal Suffrage. He would in all 
cases exact a property-qualification. It was 
property that was taxed. Of course: he was a 
Virginian. The propertyless man there has no 
vote. Ife must work—he must fight—he has 
personal righte—he may be as intelligent, he is 
just as virtuous, as his rich neighbor—but he 
must not vote—he must have no voice in making 
the laws which he is to obey. This is the mon- 
grel republicanism engendered by the conjunct 
influence of Slavery and Democracy. My atu, 
though I may not possess a foot of land, is just 
as dear to me asthe ari. of my millionaire- 
neighbor is to him; he has no more, no other 
personal rights than I have; and Governments 
are instituted not alone to protect property, but 
personal rights—the right to myself, to my earn- 
ings, to property, which is but a man’s éarnings, 
in a permanent form. 

Had the idea of Jeremy Bentham been fully 
realized—and they would have been, had not 
the moderate men come in with their half-loaf 
policy—the Corn Law Monopoly, ere this, would 
have been abolished ; for the voice of a majority 
of the people would then have been potential. 
True reformers ought never to suffer the reform 
they have originated to be taken out of their hands, 
or abate one jot or tittle of the full demands of the 
right Principle. If they do, they will be in dan- 
ger of losing all they have gained, and being 
obliged to do all their first works over again.

We paid the postage with hesi- 
tancy, and opened the letter in presence of 
one of the clerks of the Baltimore offieo— 
when, lo and behold! there was less money en- 
closed than we had paid, by about twenty per 
cent! 
It is not unusual to find some pamphlet pub- 
lication rated at. more than the selling price. 
But the other day, we, on this account, refused 
a work of value sent us bya northern publisher. 
The postage thereon was about four times as 
much as usual on periodical publications, of the 
same size and weight. Now, the law which 
makes such a distinction is absurd beyond con- 
templation, and should be speedily amended ! 
The fact is, our whole post office system is 
rotten tothe core. Its regulations with re- 
spect to the publishers, as well as letter-writers, 
are shamefully unequal and oppressive, and 
present a fine field for the display of liberal 
views on the part of those who may desire to 
conduct themselves in Congress, as enlight- 
ened statesmen rather than president-making 
politicians.”

Gale at Buftalo--Great loss of Life. 
We learn from the Buffalo papers of Satur- 
day last, that the city had been visited by 
another gale, which drove the waters of the 
Lake up into the city, destroying houses, root- 
ing up pavements and devastating the whole 
lower part of the town. The water was 
two feet higher than it had ever been before. 
At the rail-road depot, on Washington 
street, half a mile from the lake, and on the rise 
of ground, the water stood 4 feet deep. About 
three quarters of a mile of the Attica rail-road 
was torn from its bed and almost entirely de- 
stroyed. The stone pier which was erected to 
prevent such a disaster, was partially destroy- 
ed. The wharfs throughout the whole extent, 
were more or less damaged, and in some places 
entirely carried away. 

The destruction of life was very great.— 
Forty-nine bodies were found —fifteen more 
were missing—children were swept from their 
beds, while the parents and older ones of the 
families were barely able to escape with their 
lives. 
The scene isrespresented as appaling in the 
extreme. 





Jarvis vs. Sullivant,

Chinese Ice-Houses, 
The ice-houses around Ningpo, and especial- 
ly on the banks of the river between that city 
and Chinhae, are beyond calculation. They 
are built above the ground, and generally upon 
a platform of earth raised so as to be above the 
level of the surrounding fields. Upon such a 
mound a bamboo frame is thrown, which is 
well and closely thatched with paddy straw. 
The ice is collected in tanks or ponds, which 
the proprietors of the ice-houses take care to 
keep duly filled with water during the winter 
season. When theice is ofsufficient thickness 
they collect it; and, as it ie brought in, each 
layer is covered with dry straw, and in this 
manner the ice is preserved during the whole 
summer. Each house has its own drain, to 
draw off the water caused by the melting of the 
ice. The article is not used in Ningo for pri- 
vate consumption, but solely as an antiseptic 
for the flesh and fish during the heats of sum- 
mer. The inhabitants know nothing of the 
mode of cooling their liquid, except as they have 
observed foreigners use it for that purpose, and 
then they are very willing to retail it to them at 
the rate of about eighty to one hundred cash 
per bucket, a charge by no means excessive du- 
ring the dog-days.

‘The base- 
ment of the Mohawk Market was fittcd -upas 
a temporary asylum. for the destitute; and the 
Courier says, “during the researches on Satur- 
day afternoon, many afflicting scenes presented 
themselves. One old lady, upwards of seyenty, 
was found in a house in the vicinity of Court 
street, locked in, almost naked—she had been 
without food or fire for nearly twenty-four 
hours. Assistance was dispensed to many des 

titute families in the shape of money and food.” 
A Postcript to the Courier gives the follow- 
ing additional particulars in relation to the 
destructive effects of the tempest, on either 
side of the Lake, above Buffalo, 
By the Kent, arrived last night from Port 
Dover, C. W. we learn that the piers at Porg 
Ryerson and Port Dover were very much dani- 
aged.

JONATHAN WALKER’S. LETTER. 
Pensaco.a, July 29, 1844, 
DeaR Witk anv CHILDREN— 
» I have the privilege, by the mercy of our 

God and Father, of writing to you again, but my situation 
is far from being what J would choose. About the time lL 
wrote my. last letter, which was,I think, the 1&th of June, 
Thad made some arrangements to take some passengers 
to Nassau, New Providence, a little to the eastward o 
Cape Florida, Onthe 22d I started with sev olored 
persons in my boat—I was quite unwell t ys be- 
fore we lefé here, and the sixth day out I did not expect 
to survive twenty-four hours; but the next day [ was a 
little better; and two or three days afterward 1 had ano- 
ther severe ill turn, which I did but just survive. My 
sickness was intermittent fever and inward canker, 
brought on by extreme exposure. I never saw such hot 
weather in my life. We proceeded on our voyage down 
the coast, until the 8th of July, when the sloop Elizabeth 
Catharine, of Key West, (a wrecker,) fell in with us 
near Cape Florida, and took us by. force to Key West.— 
There I was taken beforea justice of the peace, as they 
are called, and from thence to jail,where T remained four 
days, and then was put down a steamboat’s hold, among 
filth, where it- was extremely warm, and put in irons, 
hands and feet, where I remained nearly the whole time 
for six days, during whichtime she came to Pensacola, 
and here 1 was taken to the court house, and from thence 
to jail, where I vemain secured to a largering bolt by a 
chain.madeé-of haif inch iron, and a shackle round my 
ankle, which weighs about five pounds, so that I have to 
lie or sit down all thetime. If I could walk the room 
it would afford megreat relief. 
days recovered my health quite fast, but from the 25th of 
June until the 23d of July, { was not able tosit up three 
hours in aday, and nearly all the time very much expo- 
sed. I cannot say when | shall have my trial, nor what 
the result will be. The regular term ofcourt does not 
come on until November, but the judge does not know 
but that he shall appoint.a special term before that time.

Incidents of the Flood at Buffalo, 
There were many hair breadth ‘scapes of far 
ilies and individuals in the late storm at 
flood, the particulars of which, if all could | 
collected and given, would make a volume 
exciting interest. Among the incidents of t] 
kind we have heard the following. 

Two families of the name of Wilson an 
Weston, resided on the southside of the Buffa; 
Creek, above the Marine rdil-way, in a eon»! 
of adjoining cottages, When the water con 
menced rising they saw it increase withou 
alarm, feeling satisfied that they were beyon 
its reach, their dwellings oceupying the highes 
ground on that side of the stream. Soon how 
everit washed the basement of their houses 
and came splashing over the floors. Both fam 
ilies now colleeted in one of the buildings, an 
waited the issue with some anxiety, though a 
yet without alarm. But higher and highe 
still rose the flood, and from the chairs ani 
tables on which they stood to get above it, they 
were soon driven to seek other refuge. Break 
ing through the ceiling over head they passec 
up into the little garet and flattered themsdlves 
that their retreat would be secure, but he 
pursuing flood soon invaded it, and they weh 
forced to seek a still greater elevation. Witl 
much diffeulty they broke an opening throug) 
the roofs and as a last resort clambered upon the 
top of the building. Scarcely however hac 
they done this when the house tumbled beneatl 
them, and they were committed to the merey 
of the elements, and launched adrift upon the 
raging and boiling flood. 

The families consisted cach of a- husband. 
wife and infant child, all in their night dress.— 
It so chanced that when the building fell the 
families were on the opposite sides of the roof. 
which parting at the ridge, left each a scctior 
to serve asa raft, upon which their perilous 
navigation commenced, They were soon sep 
arated, and each supposed the other was entire 
ly lost. Both were bore safely across the creek 
and over a large portion of the flats, making 
over a mile of the most fearful midnight voy 
aging that evcr man, wife and child underwent 
They passed buildings where they could see 
families safe in their second stories, to whom 
they vainly shrieked for aid, which'it was im. 
possible to render. 

One of the rafts as length approached so neat 
the dwelling of-Mr. H. Gates, that he > 
abled to render agsistance, and had the pleasu 
of rescuing from their dangerous situation thr 
human beings, who proved to be intimaie 
friends and neighbors. ‘The imagination of the 
reader must be left to picture the joy that was 
felt at this remarkable deliverance. 

The screams of fellow beings in distress 
heard in the terrors of such a night above the 
dashing of the mad flood and the howling of 
the wild storm, reached Mr. Jacob Banta, re- 
siding in the same vicinity, and the appeal was 
not to be resisted. He dashed out into the 
swelling deluge and at the peril of his own life 
succeded in rescuing the other of the two fam- 
ilies, at a period when death seemed inevitable. 
They had lost their footing upon the raft and 
harely kept their heads above water by the aid 
of a few flouting staves and fragments of loovo 
boards. Besides this they were just upon the 
brink of the little Buffalo creek, and in a mo- 
ment more would have been past aid. It was 
only by his perfect knowlege of the ground and 
his undaunted courage that Mr, Banta was en- 
abled toreachand rescue them. When he thus 
risked his life to save these hapless human be- 
ings, it was in entire ignorance of who they 
were. There was a double gratification in 
finding that they were friends and neighbors, 
and that the husband was one of his most 
trusted workmen, whose fate, with that of his 
family, he had supposed to be already and 
mournfully decided. 

Each of the two families thus providenially 
saved, remained until the next day under the 
painful apprelrension that the other was lost, 
and the joy of their discovery that both we . 
rescued, nay be imagined but not expressed. 

We have heard of another family, the name 

not learned, who madea similar voyage on that 
night of fearful disaster and alarm. ‘They had 
taken shelter on the roof of their dwelling, 
when it was. bodily lifted and swept away by 
the flood, and finally landed at the hydraulics, 
nearly a mile anda half from where it stood 
before the storm. In this case we are told there 
wasa large family of children, all of whomjwere 
providentially saved. . 
There were doubtless other instances of a like 
kind, and large as the loss of life has been, the 
guiding care of Providence. is seen in the fact 
hat comparatively so many were preserved, a 
large number under cireumstances of the ex- 
tremest peril. 
The office of Messrs. Bidwell & Banta made a. 
similar voyage across the Big Buffalo Creek, 
bringing a valuable though less precious cargo, 
viz: their iron safe. It was brought safely over 
the creek, and dropped on the flats between 
Ohio and Elk streets ; the office, thus lightened 
of its burden, continuing its voyage to the Hy- 
draulies or that vicinity.

Mason’s Sacred Hurp, Vol 11,—We have 


the sun pours down his rays, the cloak is thrown 
off and the wearer rests by the way side. Up 
to this political campaign, the friends of free- 
dom were every where assailed and persecuted. 
They have gained their present enviable and 
commanding position by a steady pursuit of 
their main purpose, unawed and unterrified by 
the vexatious, and sometimes dangerous perse- 
cutions to which their fellow citizens of all 
parties have subjected them. The moderate 
anti-slavery movement had its root in the rich 
soil of persecution. The noble spirit of young 
Garrison boiled within him at the sight of a 
New-England merchant freighting a ship from 
Baltimore with a cargo of mothers, husbands 
and children, and the type embodied his pro- 
test against the outrage on human nature.— 
For this, he was immured in Baltimore jail, per- 
haps in the cell where now lies the devoted 
Torrey. This was in 1831. Two years after- 
wards, Burleigh was arrested, and Miss Cran- 
dall mobbed, in Connecticut, for the crime of 
instructing little colored children who were 
growing up as heathens, in a land of christian 
light. Her windows were dashed in, her school 
house dismantled, her property destroyed and 
herself driven from her home, by men who 
pillaged for patriotism, and insulted defenceless 
woman to prove themselves true allies to wo- 
men-owners. Human blood hounds tracked 
each one of the few anti-slavery lecturers on 
his way from town to town, and a lecture 
seered only the signal for personal outrage.— 
But the sect every where spoken against, grew 
the more it was trampled on. In 1834, a few 
men gathered together in New York city, in 
private houses, and told each other that slavery 
wasasin. The press denounced them as fa- 
natics, and cheered on the populace. The 
Fourth of July was chosen for the assault.— 
The private dwellings of the Tappans and of 
Dr. Cox, were sacked and riddled. Furniture 
too heavy to bestolen was piled up in the street 
and fired. The smoke ascended as an offering 
to the Goddess of Liberty. The old family 
pictures were trampled in the mire ; and the 
ery went up for human blood. The school 
houses in which good men taught the dark 
skinned American to read the Bible, were 
wrapt in flames and St. Philip’s church was 
left inruins. About the same time, the mob 
was unchained in Philadelphia, and hissed on 
by men high in authority. It fleshed itself for 
one day inhuman misery. The next morning, 
forty-four families stood among their shivered 
household gods and mingled their tears unpit- 
ied. The altars of the Most High had not 
escaped. Blackened walls only testified where 
two churches had been. 
true hearted men who opposed slavery were 
soon driven to fearful straits. Rewards were 
offered by Southern Legislatures for the heads 
of the most prominent of them. Demands 
were made for them as fugitives from Justice. 
Austin, an Attorney General of Massachusetts, 
advised that they should be given up for trial 
in the South—in other words, to certain death. 
Gag laws were demanded of the northern States, 
and enacted in the southern. To breathe 
against slavery was visited inthe South by the 
heaviest inflictions of Lynch law. An aboli- 
tionist was in imminent peril if he set foot in a 
slave State, for any purpose whatever. Mr. 
Dresser, a Theological student, was arrested in 
Tennessee, by a mob of influential citizens.— 
Nothing could be proved against him after the 
most strict search of his papers. But he was 
whipped severely while on his knees praying 
for his persecutors. Several northern citizens 
traveling in the South, disappeared mysterious- 
ly. One hung himself in a Mississippi jail, for 
fear of the prolonged torture of the next day. 
A Savannah mob hunted for the life of Mr. Hop- 
per,a New York merchant. A. W. Kitchell, 
a clergyman of education and high standing in 
New Jersey, was chased down by dogs in Caro- 
tina, ridden on a rail, the hair shaved from his 
head, beaten with cow hides, tarred and feath- 
ered and driven into the woods. Neither he 
nor Mr. Hopper had ever been abolitionists. In 
the North, the fires of persecution burnt bright- 
ly. A mob headed by the Hon. S. Beardsley, 
drove the abolitionists from Utica. The gen-

tised in the blood and bedewed by the tears of 
patriots. Let him assist in the great work of 
restoring freedom to every man, woman and 
child in our republic, and thus linking the 
States in indissoluble union, removing the 
chief cause of lawless violence, beautifying our 
religious profession and elevating our nation in 
the eyes of the world. Let the enemy to our 
noble enterprise see that neither persecution 
nor the harder trial of flattery can move us from 
our duty to God and our Country. W. 


How it was Done, 

The Liberty vote has not increased so much 
as we hoped; though we have done well con- 
siderering the strength of party attachments, 
and the ceaseless efforts of the Whigs to draw 
off anti-slavery votes. In Logan county, as we 
are told by a respectable citizen of that county, 
the Whigs appointed a committee of one for 
each anti-slavery voter, whose business it was 
to wait onthe anti-slavery man committed to 
his charge, and prevail on him to vote the Whig 
ticket.

Important Decision, 

We published lately a report of a case decided 
in Massachusetts, in which it was held that a 
slave, employed on a National ship of the Uni- 
ted States, becomes free, whenever the ship 
passes from the territories of the slave States 
into those of the free. This is well, and shows 
that the courts are making some progress in 
the doctrines of human liberty. But it is not 
well enough. The law ie, and so the court® 
must ultimately decide it to be, that every per- 
son held as a slave, in any place under the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the nation, whether a 
ship, a fort, an arsenal, a district, ora territory, 
though the spot be no more than two feet square, 
is free-—free as any an. All constraint upon 
such a person is false imprisonment, and every 
blow inflicted on him, every gesture of violent 
menace, used towards him, is an assault and 
battery. This is law or the constitution is not 
law. 


Mr, Birney. 
The following from the Boston Chronicle, is 
too good to be lost. 


Shortly after the publication of Mr. Birney’s 
first work on abolition, the letter to Thornton 
J. Mills—a distinguished clergyman of New 
York City, remarked in a large public meeting 
there—“ A BirnNEY HAS SHAKEN THE CONTINENT 
BY PUTTING DOWN HIS Foor.” 

It would seem from the panic created among 
the Whig papers, that this potent treading is 
still going on. The mere allegation of the 
Whig papers that he had declared his prefer- 
ence of Polk over Clay—( false though it was,) 
seems to have turned the State of Pennsylvania 
for Polk, by a decisive majority, and almost 
changed the vote of Ohio against the Whigs, in 
the face of Gen. Harrison’s majority of 23,000.

Another Letter from Mr, Birney to the 
Liberty Men, 


: Boston, Oct. 15, 1844. 
| You have learnt that I have been nominated 
for the House of Representatives of the Michi- 





tlemen of “property and standing” in Boston, 
made an attack on a meeting of ladies, expect- 
ing to find Mr. Thompson with them. ‘The 
avowed intention was to take his life. Mr. 
Garrison was dragged through the streets with 
a halter about his neck, und was rescued from 
extreme personal injuary, perhaps death, by a 
stratagem. Mobs were of every day occurrence. 
The City of Cincinnati was, in 1836, under 
the reign of Terror. Leading men instigated 
the overthrow of the press. If the writer should 
give the names of the Market House Commit- 
tee, of infamous memory for its actions, it would 
calla blush to the cheek of each of a dozen 
leading men in the city. The Philanthropist 
press was several times destroyed. Prominent 
abolitionists were marked out by name in the 
newspapers for mob vengeance. Anarchy in 
its wildest form burst again and again over the 
city. The Far West was not free from the 
spirit ; Dr. Nelson was banished from the State 
of his residence, because he would not sanction 
American slavery. At Washington, Mr. Cran- 
dall was tried for loaning a copy of an anti- 
slavery paper to a friend. General Jackson 
recommended to Congress a law providing that 
no anti-slavery document should circulate 
through the public mails. Henry Clay recom- 
mended all patriots to refuse to associate with 
abolitionists; to have them isolated in political 
and social life. The Bill recommended by the 
President, passed to a third readicg in the Sen- 
ate. Shortly after this, and in 1837, the press 
of Lovejoy was destroyed. He himself was 
shot through the body, and died weltering in 
blood—the first martyr to the cause of Human 
Rights, in its latest struggle for recognition.— 
The succeding year was made memorable by 
the burning of the beautiful temple reared to 
Liberty, in Philadelphia—Pennsylvania Hall. 
Space fails us to enumerate the thousand mobs 
which tried the faith of anti-slavery men. The 
task deserves a volume to embody it. A hasty 
editorial cannot. Suffice it to say that we have 
reached our present point of progress through 
fiery trials. The ordeal is well nigh over—the 
gauntlet almost run. One more effort, and we 
are safe. Already is the huge and frightful 
spirit of mobocracy shrieking and retiring be- 
fore us. The shots from anti-slavery quills have 
pierced his anatomy, and his shriek is now the 
shriek of despair and baffled rage. Be firm.— 
Threats have never terrified you ; let not blan- 
dishment seduce you. Our enemies are driven 
to the stratagem of flattery. But let us be true 
tothe cause, We owe it to those who have fall- 
en fighting at our sides in the great battle of 


gan Legislature, by the Democrats of the coun- 
ty in which I reside. No Liberty party organi- 
zation has been formed in that county. The 
nomination has no relation to party measures, 
but was prompted by considerations of local in- 
terest.

I have received letters from some of you, 
since I came here, evincing disquietude, at the 
effect of my position. ‘The Whigs see the in- 
fluence of their outery on you, and they are re- 
doubling it. 1f you yield to it, we will have 
enough of such outcries. We will be con- 
founded and routed by the mere clamor of our 
adversaries. If I were to give way to it now, 
and yield to the suggestions of the alarmed 
among us, they would have assurance that I 
could be pe Mien from my purpose. See 
what has been the result of this yielding, in 
the late election in Pittsburgh. Our friends 
were alarmed at a false and preposterous issue, 
gotten up by our seducers. ‘They will never be 
without such alarms, till they show that they 
have set themselves, like adamant, against eve- 
ry such device. 

To such of you, then, as feel disquieted, I 
say—be reassured. Give me your confidence— 
command mine. This mutual faith must exist, 
or we shall accomplish nothing. 

I shall stand in the position I have taken— 
equally prepared to resist the shock of open 
enemies, or the panic of real friends.

Habits of Bernadotte, the late King 
of Sweden, 

Bernadotte’s way of living was extremely 
simple. ‘To his established habit of temper- 
ance he owed the astonishing conservation of 
his person and his robust health. Very often, 
indeed generally, he passed great part of the 
forenoon in bed, where, however, from eight 
o'clock, he gave audience and transacted busi- 
ness. About two he generally rode out, in fine 
weather, and frequently repaired to his favorite 
retreat, the elegant little palace of Rosendal, 
built by himself, in the park, and tastefully 
fitted up and furnished, where he sometimes 
dined. He rarely visited the table of the 
Queen, who regularly dined with the gentle- 
men and ladies in attendance on her. In gene- 
ral the King dined in company with only two 
or three men, courtiers of distinction, high offi- 
cers of state, scholars, fereignersyor other in- 
teresting persons with whom he wished to con- 
verse, He seldom went to the theatre, oes. 
because he was not sufficiently conversant wit 
the Swedish language. The last hours of the 
day he spent either in writing or in the family 
circle,—Colburn’s Magazine,

by a beggar’s wealth and gratitude, for nodoubt 
many of the recipients of his bounty haveoften 
given their mite to the rich and eccentric men- 
icant.— Morning paper.
